A SUGGESTION 


Unless some of the certified public 


accountants are all wrong, the worst 
is yet to come for the long suffering: 
income taxpayer when he, begins to 
figure on his return for 1924 Ac- 
cording to one prominent member of 
the profession who has analyze the 
measure, numerous defects have been 
discovered :n the new law and new 
complications will arise *hen the 
layman tackles his annual job. 


One pro\ision of the bill, which -was 


hailed as promising expedition m the 
handl.rg of appeals, set up a board 
of se\en members, and provided for 
a maximum of 28 members. The jur- 
isdiction of this new board, however, 
w-as restricted to appeals from decis- 
ions of the commissioner of int«rnal 
revenue relating to income taxes and 
in cases m which the commissioner 
had denied abatement claims.
